SPEOIAL MEETING OF THE QITY OOUNCIL:
\
Austin, Texae, Decembexr 2, 1930. '

The Qouncil was called to order at 7:40 P, M. by the Mayor, in accordance with
the advertised notice for a publio hearing on zoning matters. Roll ocall showed the
following membere present: Mayor MoFadden, Qouncilmen Mueller and Steck, 3; absent,
Counoilmen Pannell and Reed, 2.

. The Mayor stated that the meeting was ocalled for the purpose of hearing further
requeete and protests on the general provieions of the proposed Zoning Ordinance and
declared the hearing open.

A written ocommunication from R. A. Spears, protesting the classifiocation given
his property at 2829 Rio Grande S8treet, was read. He asked that seid property be zoned f
as bueiness as it is on one of the mein arteriee to Pemberton Heights and Enfield and '
that the property at the east end and aoroes the street ie now btusiness property. He
alpo stated that the signers on the petition he filed with the 0ity Qouncil last May !

8till favored the zoning of thle property as business.

¥. E. Ware protested the degignation of the above property as buasiness, etating
that Mr. Spears and hies wife were the only taxpayere on that blook whoe signed eaid pe- |
tition and that he had presented a petition eigned by thirty-seven taxpayers on the |
block proteeting the placing of same in the btusiness zone. !

Dr. J. W.0alhoun etated that he had little to add to what had already been eaid, B
but he thought in considering petitione relating to zoning only those who owned property
in the vioinity should have a voice in the matter, as they are the only ones materially
affeoted. He stated that a £1lling station at Twenty-ninth and Rio Grande Btreete would
not damege his home to a very great extent, but 1t oertainly would those of his neigh- |
bors, that Mr. Ware's property would be praotically ruined; and thet no businees dlatrio%

would ever be developed to any extent at this location, there being no need for same ag |

D. B. Barrow and M. L. Peargon presented a supplement to their original petition
asking that their property at Twenty-ninth and Duval Streets be oclaseed as Oommeroigl
ton, stating that the Zoning Map wae in error in showing the proverty south and south=-
west of them as resldential, that same is a part of the University Oampus, the only
repldences near being on the northeast, the rear of whioh abut this property; thet this
property situated at the junction of Waller Boulevard and Twenty-sixth Street 1ls un-
depirable for residences, the ground being low and next to a branch of Waller Qreek;
thet there will be a need for busineas houses at this location when Bpeedway is olosed
at Twenty=-sixth Btreet; and that their property is in the same general lcoation as that
where the Boulevard intergects Duval and Speedway, which has been designated am Commer-
cial "QW.

Mre. H. 0. Koch presented a written request that West Twenty-ninth Street from
the preaent termination of the business area, which ie one-half block west of Guadalupe
Street to the alley on the rear of her property, which ig one-half block weat of Rio

Grande Street on Twenty-ninth Street, be designated as businees property for the follow-

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(o) That thie intersection is the end of Rio Orande Street, and logioally will be a
bueiness center, veing a great convenienoce to the people weat and north when Twenty-
ninth 8¢reet is paved; .

(4) That it would enhance property valuee in thie section;

(e) That to refuse this permit would be of great injury and detriment to the owners
ag it would deprive them of the right to use and sell their property to the best advan-

tage;
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() That her prospeotive purchaser 18 one of the mejor oil companies; | :

(g) That if this property ie classed as residential she will be unable to gell it and
therefore unable to pey her part of Twenty=-ninth 8treet when it 1s ordered paved.
